Twenty Millions
From Washington

Commissioner i(crslnw Gives an
Estimate of Probable Out-
put of Hatcheries.

According to Pish Commissioner Ker-
shaw, of the state of Washington, the
output of the Washington hatcherles In
the Columbla river district for the pres-
ent season will exceed 20,000,000, A re-
quest for a statement from Mr. Ker-
shaw eliclted the following reply:

‘We have taken at the Kalama hatch-
ery 6,125,470 egge and from the Wind
river hatchery 2.4680,000 eggs. At both
the Kalama and Wind river hatcherjes
we had ¢he misfortune, early in the sea-
son, lo lose our macks dyring the Sep-
tember freshit, Had it not been for
this we would probably have taken over
20 000,000 ehggm In these hatcherles, At
Wenatshes, Methow and Chinook hatch
e¢rlen we are uot “hrough taking spawn
yet, but probably will take in the neigh-
borhood of 12,000,000 in the three hateh-
arjes

“On account of the fallure of the sock
ey run on the sound, which has caused
a greal falling off in our llcense money,
wo have closed down four hatcheries on
the sound and three hatcheriea on the
volumbia viver, and in all Instances
this year we ire only securing eggs of
the best varlety of fish, entirely disre-
garding the humpback and dog salmeon
spawn."

If Commissioner Kershaw's expecta-
tlons are realized, the total output of
hatchery salmon on the Columbin river
district will be close to 70,000,000, The
Opegon state plants will turn out more
thun 30,000,000 eggs. the government
plants will produce more than 15,000,000
and the Washington hatcheries will
nropogate more than 20,000.000. This
yeur's output will be the lurgest in the
history of the artificlal method of prop-
opgntlon,

ANOTHER CANNERY TO RUN

North Shore Plant's Capacity to
Be Increased.

The launch Triton went up the river
yesterday Lo secure the plling necessary
for the proposed extension of the north
shore cannery of the Columbla River
Packers' Assoclation, The cannery Is
located at Hungry harbor and has not
been operated since the formation of
the assuciation, During the winter
months extenalve preparations will be
made there and the cannery will be
vapable of handling 26,000 or 30,000 cases
of salmon next season.

“The refitting of this |!Iam will en-
alile us to care for our offerings of fish
next season," sald Samuel Elmote yes-
terday. “It |8 remarkable, but never-
theless true that the Chinese contrac-
tora apportion only about a certaln
number of men to each plant, and we
will be in better shape with an ad-
ditional cannery a0 far ag labor is con-
cerned. 1If we undertook to enlarge one

of our other plants to the capacity of
25,000 cases, we would be unable to se-
cure the necessary Chinese laborers;
but we will probably experlénce no
diMenlty in getting a full crew for the
north shore plant, Just why the Chinese
contructors have ndopted this apparent
nolley of limiting each cannery to a
cortain number of men s o mystery
which 1 have never been able 0 satis-
fnetorily solve.”

It has been rumored for gome time
that the assoviation will enlarge its
cold-storage and freesing facllitles for
next geason, nnd Mr. Elmore was ques-
tioned about the matter.

“Well, T guess we are not lable to in-
cregss our cold-stornge capacity," he
sald, with a significant smile, "It ls
poesible, however, we may enlarge our
fish-freexing department., Plans have
been prepared with this ldea in view,
but no declslon has yet been reached.”

Timea are good and a few financlal

Pueblo, Col., Oct. 30.—By un act of
train wrecksms an castbound Santa Fe
pnssenger train krown as the Colo-
rado-Chicago fiyer, in which was one
car fMlled with easiorn bankeérs home-
ward bound from Callfornis, was de-
rialled this morning at Aplshapa Creek.
Thirty or more tralnmen and bassen-
gers were Injured but none were killed,

The traln was bowlinlg along at the
rate of 50 miles an hour at the time,
At the end of & bridge the ralls spread,
deralling the engine, and when it struck
the bridge one span went down. The
engine, tiwo baggage cars, chair car and
coach rolled over on thelr sides to the
creck bed, a distance of about 15 feet.
The bankers’ car was the only one that
wns not derailed.

Investigation showed that splkes had
been pulled from three rails,

But for the incident of a hot box on
the express c¢ar a large amount of
money would have been in the safe on
the wrecked train and this plunder, it
la belleved the desperadoes hoped to
secure. Valises were rifled by the rob-
